Pompton Lakes, N. J., December 5. 
Ten men were killed and twenty- 
three injured here late today by four 
explosions which destroyed the de- 
tonator assembling building of the 
DuPont cap works and shook the 
countryside for miles around, Fire, 
which followed the explosions, was 
confined to the one unit and the 
property loss was said to be slight. 

With the first blast. hundreds of 
men, women and children who had 
relatives working at the plant, has- 
tened to the scene, but because of 
possible danger to them guards 
parred them at the gates. s soon 
as it was possible the injured were 
rushed to the company’s hospital at 
Haskell.

Resolution to Send Del- 


egation to “Watch” the 
Peace Conference--Iowan 
to Continue Fight. 


Washington, December 5.—Resolu- 
tions and debate on subjects con- 
nected with the peace conference 
again occupied part of the time of 
the senate today. Tomorrow’s s¢es- 
sion probably will be taken up large- 
ly in discussion of the resolution 
of Senator Cummins, of Iowa, pro- 
viding for appointment of a special 
senate committee to go to Paris to 
report on the peace meeting. 

The senate foreign relations com- 
mittee voted unanimously today to 
report the Cummins resolution ad- 
versely, but its author plans tu make 
a vizorous speech in support of it. 
in anticipation of thig-address, Sen- 
ator Pittman, of Nevada, democrat, 
a meimnber of the committee, submit- 
ted a separate report to the senate 
late today explaining his objections 
to the resolution. 

More Censor Rumors. 


Senator Johnson, of California, re- 
publican, started debate today by 
informing the senate that there were 
reports that Edgar Sissons, of the 
committee on public information, 
was to be in charge of arrangements 
for “rationing” cable space for the 
transmission of press reports on the 
peace conference. Senator Johnson 
said he hoped that George Creel, 
chairman of the committee, would 
not censor the reports. Senators 
Watson and New. of Indiana, and 
Sherman, of lllinois, joined in the 
criticism of Mr. Creel. 


Sherman Attacks Mann. 


In the course of his address, Sen- 
ator Sherman vigorously attacked 
Representative Mann, of Illinois, the 
republican leader in the house, as 
the result of Mr. Mann's recent state- 
ment saying that the country was 
not in sympathy with criticism of 
the president while the chief execu- 
tive is at the peace conference, Sen- 
ator Sherman did not name Mr. 
Mann, but he said the author of the 
statement spoke for no one but 
“Hyde Park and the south side of 
Chicago.” 

During the session today Senator 
Borah, of Idaho, republican, intro- 
duced a resolution proposing re- 
affirmation by the senate of policies 
enunciated by Washington and Jef- 
ferson warning against entangling 
alliances with European nations. 
The senate adopted a resolution by 
Senator Jones. of Washington, fre- 
publican, calling upon the state de- 
partment for information designed 
as a basis for legislation to insure 
preferential treatment for American 
shipping and commerce. 

Pittman Explains Vote. 


Senator Pittman, in submitting his 
report explaining the action on the 
Cummins resolution said the pro- 
posed committee could perform no 
constitutional function imposed upon 
the senate with relation to treaties 
and that it would have no legal 
status in connection with the nego- 
tiation of making of the treaty. 

“Its method of obtaining infor- 
mation.” said the report, “would, in 
the nature of the circumstances, be 
vagrant. uncertain and unreliable. 
The report of such a committee to 
the senate would be based chiefly 
upon hearsav and would constitute

Pershing’s Army. 


Washington, December 5.—Three 
American soldiers—a colonel, a cap- 
tain and a private—have been des- 
ignated by President Wilson to re- 
ceive the highest military decoration 
given by the United States for valor 
in action, the congressional medal 
of honor. They have won the first 
of the medals awarded during the 
war with Germany, and their names 
are: 

Colonel Charles W. 
s08th Infantry, 

Captain George G. McMurtry. 

Private Thomas C. Neibaur., 

Colonel Whittlesey, then major, 
and Captain McMurtry were at the 
head of the famous “lost battalion’ 
of the 308th, which lost half its men 
holding out against the enemy when 
Surrounded in the Argonne forest 
until relieved five days later. 

Private Neibaur distinguished 
himself when the Rainbow division 
took Cote de Chatillon, in October, 
by stopping an enemy charge against 
a ridge single handed with his auto- 
matic, after all others of his patrol 
detachment had been killed or 
wounded. In spite of wounds 
through both knees he completed the 
exploit by bringing in eleven Ger- 
mans at the point of his pistol, 

Colonel Whittlesey’s- address is 
Pittsfield, Mass.; that of Captain 
McMurtry, New York city, and of 
Private Neibaur, Sugar City, ldaho. 

Colonel Whittlesey was the officer 
who, when called upon to surrender, 
told the Germans to “go to hell.” 

He Said “Go to Hell,”

pany K, of the 307th infantry; that 
this force, without rations or other 
supplies, held out against greatly 
superior numbers, and when the en- 
emy sent in a proposal in writing 
vn the fourth day that the command 
surrender, Major Whittlesey “treat- 
ed it with contempt,” although his 
losses then amounted to 50 per cent 
of his force in killed and wounded. 

Captain McMurtry, who was in di- 
rect command of this foree, was 
twice wounded, but continued to en- 
courage and. lead his men. 

Neibaur’s Exploits, 

Of Private Neibaur, the citation 
says, he had been sent out on patrol 
to enfilade the enemy machine gun 
nests with an automatie rifle. After 
being wounded he took up a posi- 
tion On a ridge, toward whieh the 
enemy troops drove, and although 
cut off from his regiment, with the 
remainder of his detachment killed 
or wounded, Neibaur kept his auto- 
matic at work with such effect that 
the attack was driven back. Four 
Germans attacked him at close quar- 
ters and these he killed. 

“He then moved alone among the 
enemy lying on the ground about 
him,” the citation says, “in the 
midst of the fire from his own lines 
and by coolness and gallantry cap- 
tured 11 prisoners at the point of 
his pistol, and, although painfully 
wounded, brought them back to our 
ines.,’’

successor. 

Before assuming his duties Mr. 
Glass will go to his home in Lynch- 
burg to adjust business affairs to 
‘which he said he cannot give as 
much attention as he’ did when a 
member of the house. 

To Resign at Once. 

The nomination, which had been 
prepared by President Wilson be- 
fore his departure Tuesday night, 
was sent in from the white house 
upon word from Mr. Glass that he 
would aecept the post. Mr. Glass’ 
resignation as a member of the 
house within the next few days, 
after eighteen years of service, will 
cause a special election to be held in 
his district to choose 

No changes in policy of the treas- 
ury are to be expected at present, 
if at all, Mr. Glass said today. His 
relations with Secretary McAdoo 
have been very close, and he is fa- 
miliar generally with the treasury 
affairs.

“Right of Way” Case 
Remanded to State 
Courts by Newman): 


The case which was filed last 
July in the superior courts of Fulton 
and Whittield counties in which it 
was alleged by the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis raliway, and 
the state of Georgia that the South- 
ern railway was illegally using some 
four miles of the rignt of way of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad 
in Fuiton county and a considerabie 
portion in Whitfield county, was 
remanded Thursday from the United 
States district court by Judge New- 
man to the state courts. 

The decision was handed dowi2i 
Tuesday fvllowing an appeal some 
time ago of the Southern railroad, 
who claimed that it was illegal for 
the state courts to dispose of the 
case. Arguments were made some 
time Jater for the Southern by San- 
ders McDaniel and Eugene Black, 
and for the state and the N., C. & 
St. L. by John L. Tye and W. A. 
Wimbish. 

The Southern claimed that they 
were given the authority to operate 
on the right of wav in 1870 by an 
act of the legislature and an ex- 
ecutive order from the governor, 
while the N., C. & St. L. alleged that 
tue officials had no authority to 
take such action. 

In his opinion on the case Judge 
Newman stated that in view of the 
fact the supreme court of Georgia 
recently held that in similar suits 
the state was merely an unnecessary 
party to the suit, and that neither 
of the parties concerned were citi- 
zens of Georgia, the state courts 
have jurisdiction over the suits. He 
further stated that the Western and 
Atlantic railroad was not incorpor- 
ated. but the income was part of the 
public fund, and did not, therefore 
constitute a legal entity. 

In concluding his opinion, Judge 
Newman stated, “Upon the whole, I 
must say that if this case were 
retained in this court, the propriety 


alwavs be, as it is now, a matter 
of grave doubt with me.

AMERICAN FARM 
TRACTOR “DADDY” 
OF BRITISH TANK 


Washington, December 5.—The 
use of tanks in warfare resulted 
from ideas gained by a British of- 
ficial while watching the demon- 


stration of an American farm trac- 
tor in a German city in 1913. This 
official account of the origin of the 
tanks is given by Colonel L. C. Wel- 
born, director of the tank corps of 
the United States army. In his an- 
nual report made public today. The 
report contains no information as 
to the American tank program, as 
it was prepared before the cessation 
of hostilities. 2 
“The fighting machine, originally 
called by the British the tank, had 
its inception in the caterpillar farm 
tractor,” Colonel Welborn says. 
“For several years prior to the 
world war the authorities of the 
British army had been endeavoring 
to create some machine highly de- 
structive in its fighting capacity and 
at the same time affording maxi- 
mum protection to human life. The 
Holt Manufacturing company, mak- 
ers of the Holt farm tractor, were 
giving a tractor demonstration in 
one of the large German cities about 
1918. A representative of the Brit- 
ish government, who happened to 
see the exhibit, concenved the idea 
that the caterpillar tractor princi- 
ple might be employed in propelling 
a huge steel fighting machine which 
would enable a moving fort to nego- 
tiate the steepest hillsand to move 
over difficult ground impossible of 
passage by any other vehicle.

quantity of cotton involved, but it 
is understood that Holland is to be 
furnished by the United States and 
allies with raw cotton and cotton 
goods equivalent to a hundred anid 
twelve thousand bales of cotton. 

“It is fair to assume that ap- 
proximately one hundred thousand 
bales of this will be raw cotton. 
Holland received no raw cotton in 
the past season. Dutch ships are 
now en route to take cotton and 
other commodities covered in this 
agreement. The announcement of 
the war trade board follows: 

“‘*Procedure governing exports to 
Holland: The war trade board an- 
nounce that a trade agreement has 
been concluded between The Neth- 
erlands government and the associ- 
ated governments, pursuant to said 
arrangement the following regula- 
tions governing the procedure with 
respect to the issuance of licenses 
for the exportation of commodities 
to Europe, Holland, are effective im- 
mediately. 

“ “The previous announcement 
with tespect to such regulations (W. 
T. B. R. 287, October 25, 1918) is 
hereby withdrawn. 

*“‘No. 1: Exporters should apply 
for licenses to the War Trade Board, 
Bureau of Exports, Washington, D. 
C., using form X, and such supple- 
mental information sheets concern- 
ing the commodity as are required. 

~ Before filing applica- 


} tions for export licenses exporters 


must obtain from the prospective 
importer in Holland advice that 
there has been issued by The Neth- 
erlands overseas trust and import 
certificate covering the proposed 
consignment. 

“‘No. 3: The number of the im- 
port certificate of The Netherlands 
overseas trust should be forwarded 
by the importer in Holland to the 
American exporter and must be 
specified on supplemental form 
sheet, X-119 (or X-102), which must 
be duly executed .and annexed to 
the application for export license 
before same is filed with the war 
trade board. 

** No. - The war trade board 
will now consider applications for 
the exportation to European Holland 
of all commodities. 

“No, 5: All shipments to Euro- 
pean Holland must be consigned di- 
rectly to and only to The Nether- 
lands overseas trust. Licenses wil) 
be valued ontv for shipment on ves- 
sels flving the Dutch flag.—Vance 
McCormick.’

REMAINS OBSCURE 


Amsterdam  Correspon- 
dent Writes That “Ev- 
erybody Seems to Be 
Quarreling With Every- 
body Else’—Two Dan- 
gers to Republic Pointed 
Out. 


London, December 5.—(British 
Wireless Service.)—The political sit- 
uation in Germany continues to he 
extraordinarily obscure, says the 
Amsterdam correspondent of The 
Daily Express. Everybody seems to 
be quarreling with everybody else, 
and every member of the socialist 
party is trying to outdo his com- 
rades in the fervor of his republic- 
anism, 

Two grave dangers, the corres 
spondent declares, appear to be con- 
fronting the new German republic. 
One is the separatist movement 
headed by Kurt Eisner, the Bava- 
rian leader, who is issuing propa- 
ganda against the leadership of 
Berlin and appears to be willing to 
create a south German republic, in- 
cluding Bavaria, Wurtemburg, Sax- 
ony and several other states. The 
other danger which the correspond- 
ent adds is equally pressing, is that 
arising from the quarrel between the 
Berlin military soviet with its ma- 
jority of extremists and Bolsheviki, 


and:the Berlin executive committee. ! 


“The whole situation, indeed, is 
chaotic.” the correspondent contin- 
ues, “and of this chaos the extrem- 
ists naturally are making capital. 
The republican government is not 


even able to settle the question of 
summoning the German electorate for 
the elections to the national assem- 
bly. It is announced that the elec- 
tion will take place February 16 
and it will extend to the whole Ger- 
man territory as it existed August 
1, 1914, which is farcical. 

“On the other hand, the govern- 
ment urges the allies to bring about 
a preliminary peace some time in 
January and before Germany has al 
real responsible government. The 
whole German political situation is 
characterized by similar contradic- 
tions. The Germans want the allies 
to treat them as an orderly govern- 
ment while they give every sign of 
an early shipwreck in anarchy.” 

Terrorists Active. 

Paris, December 5.—(Havas.)—A 
terrorist revolution under the Jead- 
ership of Dr. Liebknecht, the radical 
socialist, will break out in Berlin 
Friday evening, according to advices 
received by the Zurich correspond- 
ent of The Journal. Liebknecht, the 
reports say, has 15,000 men well 


armed. 

The population of Berlin, accord- 
ing to-reports, is at the mercy of 
ganesof marauders and there ap- 
pears to be no authority there. 

Bavarian Vote. 

Amsterdam, December 5.—The Ba- 
varian soldiers and workers’ coun- 
cil has approved unanimously the 
program of the German government, 
particularly the maintenance of im- 
perial unity and tne convoking of 
a national assembly, according to 
a telegram from Munich. 

Delegation to The Hague. 

Copenhagen, December 5.—(Ger- 
many.)—A delegation from the Ber- 
lin soldiers’ and workers’ council 
has arrived at The Hague, a Berlin 
dispatch reports. The message in- 
dicates that its presence at The 
Netherlands capital has to do with 
negotiations concerning former Em- 
peror William in progress at the 
German legation {n The Hague, the 
nature of which is not stated. 

A Berlin dispatch December 2d an- 
nounced that a number of the soldiers 
and workers’ councils in Germany 
had requested the government to 
have the ex-emperor tried by a Ger- 
man tribunal. It was added, howev- 
er, that the government would sub- 
mit the question te Che national as- 
sembly, which body is not yet in be- 
ing. The recent visit to. Holland of 
a German emissary, Admiral von 
Hintze, former foreign. secretary, 
was said to be for the purpose of 
obtaining the formal abdication of 
William II., which nas since taken 
place. 

Bolshevist Campaign. 

Paris, December 5.—A number of 
formerly prominent leaders in Aus- 
tria-Hungary have arrived in Switz- 
erland with large sums of money to 
further a campaign of Bolshevism 
elsewhere than in Switzerland, the 
Zurich correspondent to The Journal 
says he learns from a reliable 
source. Among the men are the for- 
mer Austro-Hungarian foreign min- 
ister, and a former member of the 
Hiungarian cabinet. The correspond- 
ent adds that other men are to be 
sent to Alsace-Lorraine to spread 
bolshevism. 

Kisner May Resign. 

Amsterdam, Wednesday, December 
4.—Kurt Eisner, the Bavarian pre- 
mier, is reported to have privately 
declared himself ready to resign 
when the national assembly had reg- 
ulated the country’s affairs, accord- 
ing to a Munich dispatch. 

Addressing the soldiers’ and work- 
men’s council, Premier Eisner de- 
clared the Bavarian government was 
opposed to any idea of separation 
from Germany as a whole, the se- 
curity of which he regarded as ob- 
tainable only by the creation of a 
federal state. 


Winston-Salem’s Duty. 


(From The New York Sun.) 

The public authorities in Winston- 
Salem, N. C.. where a serious out- 
break of mob violence occurred on 
November 17, have arrested a num- 
ber of persons accused of partici- 
pating in the riot and promise to 
prosecute them to the fullest extent 
of the law. 

If the course thus 
vigorously pursued and the men 
guilty of a disgraceful assault on 
the peace of the community are ade- 
gQuately punished, the administra- 
tors of the law in the North Carolina 
city will not only- have performed 
the duty imposed on them by their 
oaths, but will have set an example 
that must be of the greatest assist- 
ance to every settlement, north ang 
south, whose populations are men- 
aced by a few lawless men given 
to disorder. 

The outcome of this commendable 
action will be awaited with interest. 
Winston-Salem has an opportunity 
to undo the wrong the mob did to 
its good name.

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MACON AUDITORIUM | 


STILL BUT A MYTH 


Macon, Ga., December 5.—(Spe- 
cial)—For several months Macon 
people, or the majority of them at 
least, have been living in hopeful 
anticipation of seeing the new city 
auditorium completed as soon as the 
money was received from the sale 
of the bond issue approved several 
months ago by the voters. They 
also have $50,000 to apply toward 
the purchase of much needed equip- 
ment. 

Imagine the astonishment which 
Was caused today when announce- 
ment was made that out of the 
$135,000 which has been received 
from the sale of the bonds, only 
about $75,000 remains on the credit 
side of the city’s ledger, this being 
the issue for sewers and tubercu- 
losis hospital. It develops that the 
people were voting on bond money 
to pay for improvements and obli- 
gations which had already been con- 
tracted for. 

This is the second bond issue for 
the new city auditorium, and now 
it develops that another issue will 
be necessary if the building is to 
be completed according to original 
plans. The first issue was for $100,- 
000. This money was exhausted in 
the purchase of a site and the erec- 
tion of a temporary steel frame- 
work with a wooden tnclosure. 

Then, in order to complete the 
structure permanently, so the ma- 
jority of the voters appeared to have 
understood, it was necessary to float 
$55,000 worth of additional bonds. 
They were voted willingly, the peo- 
ple having visions of the old barn- 
like wooden structure now standing 
at First and Cherry streets, giving 
Way to a structure of brick and 
concrete which would be a credit to 
any city. 

Now it develops that in addition 
to spending the first bond issue of 
$100,000 in acquiring the ground and 
putting up the temporary building, 
the city fathers have also used up 
money from the second issue. Now 
the question is, when is Macon go- 
ing to see her new auditorium com- 
pleted? It remains unanswered. 

The situation in connection with 
the Macon hospital is somewhat 
Similar. The sum.of $75;000 was 
voted in the present issue for the 
hospital, the announcements at the 
time of the election being to the 
effect that the money was needed 
for improvements at the hospital and 
for a tuberculosis hospital. Now it 
develops $50,000 of the hospital mon- 
ev has already been used up in 
overdrafts on the citv. and there 
will be none for additional improve- 
ments, aside from the tuberculos's 
hospital, an this institution will 
probably be built at a cost of 

25.000. 

The $55,000 voted for sewers is 
the onlv money from the bond issue 
which has not already been expend- 
ed. This will zo for sewers in North 
Macon, East Macon and South Macon.
